Many striking technical im- 
provements are being made in 
radio today. Some of these were 
already on foot before the war; 
others are the result’ of war time 
improvements, the fruits of which 
will become available to us in the 
immediate post war period. One of 
these recent improvements is Fre. 


quency Modulation, or F. M., as it 


.ig commonly called. 

F. M. is a recent invention which 
virtually solves the problem of 
noise and static, the chief ob- 
stacles to radio transmission where 
the older method of amplified 
modulation is employed. F. M. has 
been assigned certain ultra high 
frequency channels in the radio 
spectrum. . 

F. M. makes pabeibié the own. 


ership of a radio station by a . 


board of education, a university 


or college. Such a station would -: 


serve a limited area only, and so 
can be used exclusively for edu- 
cational purposes. The following 
points may be borne in mind: 

(a) F. M. is inexpensive. For 
the cost of two classrooms a school 
system can purchase an F, M. 
transmitter which will serve and 
aid students and teachers in every 
school in the city. It can also 
provide a valuable link between 
school and home, 


(b) Maintenance and staff costs’ 


are also very moderate. The sta- 
tion can be operated by the tech- 
nical staff of vocational schools 
and their students. The programs 
_ can be planned by a director ap- 
nointed by the board of education, 
and can be put on the air by 
teachers themselves. Pupil parti- 
cipation can be arranged, and thus 
Students can .be given valuable 
training both in the technical and 
program aspects of broadcasting. 
(c) There is no competition be- 
tween F. M. educational and com- 
mercial stations. But in any given 
area there is only room for a lim- 
ited number of F. M. stations to 
operate at once. Hence, if commer- 
cial users, only, apply for licenses, 
educators may again be squeezed 
off the air, as happened in the 
early days of A, M. radio.
